The ones, the twos, the fives, the tens, 
the twenties, anJfbills of higher denomina­ 
tions, have these words plainly printed on 
their backs. When they were issued there 
WU no thought of paying all the bonds of 
the United Slates in gold. 
Such a thing 
w u too ridiculous to enter the minds 
of 
anybody 
at 
that 
time. 
Notwithstanding the greenbacks were a 
legal tender as provided by law, and a very 
Urge portion of the binds were payable in 
“lawful money.” the mea who beld im­ 
mense amount of government bonds, and 
w ilted to grow rich off the government, 
go'l l resolution through Congress in 1869 
which declared that a1! the bonds of the 
government should bs paid in coin. It re* 
quired a good deal of audacity for the 
bondholder, to ask this favor of Congress, 
inasmuch as they bought the bonds at 
from $50 to $75 for $100. But after they 
gained this point, their dissatisfaction and 
audacity increased, and they now want 
their bonds paid in gold ! 
The Republican party, and in fact, al­ 
most the entire West, are opposed to this 
unrighteous demand ot capitalists. The 
latter bought their bonds at almost half 
price, they have received coin interest 
for years 
and 
now they 
should 
beUaiisfied to receive the principal in gold 
orwtlver. During these times, the people 
can't offurd to be robbed by bondholder!. 
They can't afford to pay tribute to those 
who are rolling in wealth, while the in­ 
dustries and the business of the country are 
in a paralyzed condition. Because the peo­ 
ple will not yield to the insolent demands 
of the monied aristocracy, they are stig­ 
matized as repudiators. 
Let us see what 
Secretary of the Treasury, John Sherman, 
was in 1S6S. lie is now the capitalist s 
special friend.

of the same Intrinsic value it bore at the time 
th ef were lamed.

—Chat this is repudiation. 
The then Senator grows more earnest 
and solemn, and bls words in behalf of 
right and the people, come prophetic: 
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correctly how these "voluntary” signatures 
are secured. 
The scheme for the erection of two addi­ 
tional wings to the Northern Hospital, Is 
one which is not worthy the reputation of 
the men engaged in it It is not asked for 
solely for the benefit of the

FROM MADISON. 


The funding savings bill which Mr. Phil 
lips has Introduced in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, provides for receiving savings 
at postal savings banks from 25 cents up - 
wards, and when $10 have accumulated on 
any account, a portal money order is to be 
issued which may be placed in a 3.65 bondf 
with interest payable quartetly, which 
bond is at option rec invertible into legal 
tenders. The bond should be is-uoJ in the 
postal orders in denominations of $10, $20, 
$50 and $100, by the Treasurer cl Hie 
United States, and Assistant Treasurer or 
Government Depository. The 
proceeds 
are to be invested in paying C per cent 
bonds, subject to call, and 50 millions are 
to be beld lor reconversion.

The Closing Action of th© 
Great War. 


TH E P EA CE. 


rue P relim in a rie s of Peace S ig n ed—Cessa­ 
tion o f H ostilities—The Closing E ngage­ 
ment. 
London, Feb. 4—Ga. rn.—The prelimi­ 
naries of the peace and armistice were 
signed at Adrianople last Thursday, and 
orders have been sent for a cessation of 
hostilities. Following are the terms : Au­ 
tonomy for Bulgaria, indemnity to Russia, 
of money or territory, independence of 
Servia, Roumania, and Montenegro, with 
additional territory for each, Christian Gov­ 
ernors lor Bosnia ami Herzegovina, and re­ 
forms in their goverraents, evacuation ol 
the Danuhiau fortresses and Er/.eroum by 
the Turks, and an ulterior understanding 
between the Czar and the Sultan relative 
to 
the 
Dardanelles. 
With 
the 
exception of the last condition, these terms 
aro identical with those telegraphed Jan. 
26th as having been tproposed by Russia. 
That condition would De the same by sub­ 
stituting for the Sultan the words European 
Conference. The difference is of the great­ 
est importance, as showing that Russia in­ 
sists upon a passage for her war vessels 
through the Dardanelles, and t liar Turkey 
has pUdgcJ herself not to offer any objec­ 
tion when the question is discussed in a 
Conference or Congress of European I*ow- 
tra. 
italy will undoubtedly join Russia and 
Germany, and ii Greece De wise she will 
take an anti-English view, owing to ihe 
manner in which the English Government 
has deceived and cajoled her. A Bucharest 
correspondent telegraphs that Roumania 
will probably withdraw her opposition to 
Russia’s claim for a retrocession of Bessara­ 
bia, but that the claim may meet strong ob- 
j -cions from Austria as likely to destroy 
the balance of interests in the Danube 
River. Notbioff can be learned as to the 
probability ol a European Congress meet­ 
ing, us neither Bassia nor Germany has 
shown any desire for snch a Congress the 
closing action of the war took place od 
F riday,the Servians having stormed and 
laked Vrauia Pass with about 1,909 prison­ 
er*, and great quaoties ot stores 
The Russians killed and wounded up to 
Jan. 30 were nearly 90,000 men.

Tax on Distilled Spirits. 
On Wednesday, the 30ih ultima, the 
IloUiO of Representatives resolved itself 
into Committee of th'-: Whole on the state 
of the Union, aaa resumed the considera­ 
tion of the j nut resolution (H. R. No. 90) 
extending the lime for the withdrawal oi 
distilled spirits now in boud till July I, 
1378. 
Under the five minute rule, Mr. 
Williams, of Wisconsin, said:* 
It is seldom , Mr. Speaker, that I trespass 
upon the time or patience of the House, 
but it is very difficult to remain silent upon 
an occasion so column and aff' rting as this. 
Mr, we have heard that foreign war has 
devastated the lair fields of Europe ; that 
our stricken commerce has Laen swept 
I rom the ocean ; that a financial simoon 
has withered our trade aud prostrated our 
industries; that our nalio *1 credit has 
been assailed aud our national honor been 
tarnished ; that a spirit of communism is 
sweeping through the land, and thai gaunt 
waul aud actual starvation stand at our 
very doors ; out that above all—above even 
usurpation, bayonet rule, aud “carpet bag* 
gistn” itself comes mi* last blighting, 
crowning, ctasbiug curse, which, if this 
House does not interpose I * power instan­ 
ter lo prevent, will actually check the 
manufacture aud consumption of whisky 
among our people poshly for the period 
ut sixty days. [Laughter and applause.! 
Sir, I admire inc frankness aud candor 
with which the promoters of this legisla 
tion avow its purport and purpose. The 
gentleman lrom Virginia, | Mr. Tucker,] 
whose exact language I will insert In my 
remarks, says: 
“Thcie is great danger that a large num­ 
ber of these distillers, from whom the Gov­ 
ernment obtains so large a revenue, may 
go down under the agitation of this ques­ 
tion. The effect of that will be this, that 
so much capital is abstracted from their in­ 
dustry iu order to pay this tax that the}’ 
will cease to distil], and a great many ot 
them now are talking of stopping their dis­ 
tilleries, and many have already stopped. 
The result of a stoppage of these distilleries 
will be that in the tuturo there will be less 
whisky to be taxed by the Government ami 
the revenues of the Gevernmeut may be 
atlccted by the action of tho House in re­ 
fusing to pass this resolution. On the con­ 
trary, ii this resolution is passed we extend 
the time for whisky to be in bond only 
until the 30lh ut June next. The whisky 
will remain in bond, but the tax will not 
have to be paid during thai period, and the 
amount of money that would be needed for 
the payment of taxes would be used in the 
manufacture of whisky aud the business 
will go on and prosper and the usual rev­ 
enue of the Government will be unaffected 
by it.” • 
Mr. Chairman, It has been claimed dur­ 
ing this debate that a tax of ninety cents 
per gallon upon whisky was rn the nature 
ut unfriendly and dais legislation. Did 
mortal man ever dream that it was other­ 
wise, or that this traffic wa* anything dif­ 
ferent from an unmixed curse, to be regu­ 
lated aud controlled pimply because ii 
could not be prohibited by law ? Sir, tem­ 
perance is no special hobby of mine, 
though I claim to be a temperate man; but 
does any one doubt, can any one doubt, 
from the petitions coming up here day atter 
day, week after week, mouth after month, 
from all ranks and classes ot the people, 
and which are deposited in the “petition 
box” aDd;decorously buried in the proper 
committee, never to sea the light again, but 
asking that the manufacture aud import* 
tion o! distilled spirits be prohibited by 
positive law—does any one doubt that, lett 
to the judgment aud coneciencelof the na­ 
tion, such a law could be passed in lorty- 
eight hours ? Why then is it not enacted ? 
Why, sir, simply because experienced leg­ 
islators recognize the fact that it is not a 
question resting rn the reason and judg­ 
ment uf men, but in itheir passions, appe­ 
tites, propensities, and customs which are 
stronger than all law ; aud, Decause they 
believe it cannot be prohibited by legal en­ 
actment, they seek to regulate and control 
it as an unavoidable evil, believing that the 
attempt at positive prohibition would only 
spread the evil aud perpetuate the curse. 
Hence the rule of sound legislation is not {

On 
the first of January, 1877, of the total num 
ber of patients in asylums and elsewhere 
(in rouBd numbers 66,6(3.) about 59,C 3 
were pauper, and only 7,GOO private pa­ 
tients. These figures, however, fail to con­ 
vey a correct statement of Me relative 
amount of insanity existing among the 
class of the original poor and uneducated 
masses, and the class above them, because 
in a considerable number of instances 
members of the middle and still higher 
classes have become paupers. 
Again, the 
wealthy insane remain very frequently at 
home, and do not appear in the official re­ 
turns. 
We believe 
this 
class to be 
very large. Probably we get a glimpse 
of it from the census of 1871, which con­ 
tained 69,( X) lunatics, idiots and imbeciles 
(and we have got I resin s for knowing 
that this return wasvery*far short of the 
truth), yet it exceeded the number given 
by the Lunacy Commissioners in the same 
yeas by 12,000 ! A Urge number no doubt 
lived With their lam Him bf 3ause they could 
well afford to keep them at home. None 
would be in receiptor relief, or they would 
have appeared in the commissioner's re­ 
port. Another mc it important qualifying 
consideration remains—the relative num­ 
bers of the classes of st uety from which 
the poor and the wellic -do lunatics are de­ 
rived. Several years ago the Scotch com­ 
missioners estimated the clavel from which 
private parti »are derived at only about 
an eighth of the entire population of Scot­ 
land ; a proportion which would make 
them at I sirs relatively numerous as the 
pauper lunatics. 
No doubt in England the 
corresponding clar4 of scjiety is a larger 
one ; but whatever it may I?, a calcula­ 
tion based upon the relative proportion of 
JI ll.* rent social strata !u Ups country wTould 
vastly reduce the apparent enormously dif­ 
ferent liability to insanity among the well- 
to do and p» tier sections of the communi­ 
ty, although, w ith this correction, the pau­ 
per lunatics would still be relatively in the 
majority.
